which Leo Ranney, of 
W aterloo, la . proposes to burn coal under ground for 
the purpose of producing gas may be new, the idea 
lacks several year* of being so, for it was nearly rn 
decade ago th at no less prom inent a person th a n 
Henry Ford predicted th a t ultim ately there would be 
no such thing as hauling coal about the country for 
the purpose of creating heat, but th a t it would be 
burned in the ground and thus converted Into gas. 
which would either be burned a t the mouth of the 
mine for the purpose of generating electric current. 
or piped to other places and burned. 
There is nothing more wasteful in commerce or in ­ 
dustry th an the way in which coal is now handled 
To m ine the fuel and place it on the surface is te r­ 
ribly expensive, but 
th a t 
is 
only 
the 
beginning. 
T hereafter it m ust be loaded onto cars and tra n s­ 
ported to distant points, the locomotives which pull 
the trains using vast quantities of this same fuel in 
obtaining their power.
